BRUSSELS (AP) - The 15 
nations of the North Atlantic Al­ 
liance warned the Soviet Union 
today any further aggression in 
Europe or the Mediterranean 
would "provoke an international 
crisis of grave consequences.” 
The warning to Moscow was 
endorsed by all members of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion, including France. 
The two-day meeting of the 
council of the alliance ended 
with publication of the commu­ 
nique. French approval was tak­ 
en as an indication that France 
has closed ranks with its allies 
following the Soviet occupation 
of Czechoslovakia. 
The communique said: 
“ Members of the alliance ur­ 
gently invite the Soviet Union in 
the interest of world peace to 
refrain from using force and in­ 
tervening in the affairs of other 
states resolved to safeguard the 
freedom and independence of 
their 
country. 
They 
(NATO 
members) could not remain in­ 
different to any development 
which would endanger their se­ 
curity. 
“ It is evident that Soviet in­ 
tervention having a* direct or in­ 
direct influence on the situation 
in Europe or the Mediterranean 
would provoke an international 
crisis of grave consequences.” 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
indicated the tone the statement 
might take Friday when he said 
the safety of the alliance, in­ 
cluding the United States, would 
be affected if the Soviets move 
into Yugoslavia or Austria. 
Rusk also was reported to 
have said that a Soviet invasion 
of Romania would have graver 
consequences than the Czecho­ 
slovakia invasion. 
Romania is a member of the 
Warsaw Pact, but has been tak­ 
ing an independent line recent­ 
ly*Yugoslavia, though Commu­ 


nist for the past 20 years, has 
been independent of Moscow. 
Austria is neutral with its status 
guaranteed by the U n i t e d 
States, Great Britain, France 
and the Soviet Union.

Russia Orbits Biggest 
Unmanned Spacecraft 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 
Union today launched Proton-4, 
described in 
an 
official 
an­ 
nouncement as the world’s big- 
est unmanned spaceship. 
, 
The 
announcement 
said 
a 
booster rocket put a payload of 
17 tons into earth orbit. Of this, 
12.5 tons constituted unspecified 
scientific equipment. 
Proton-4 will continue studies 
of cosmic rays “ and their inter­ 
action with nuclei of atoms,” 
the announcement added. 
The Soviet Proton series of 
spacecraft uses a powerful car­ 
rier rocket which Western scien­ 
tists have said could be used 
for the Soviet Union’s announc­ 


ed 
program 
of 
assembling, 
while in earth orbit, manned 
spacecraft for trips to the moon 
and planets. 
The announcement 
on 
Pro- 
ton-4 made no mention of any 
purpose of the mission other 
than studying cosmic rays and 
electrons. 
It said the space station was 
in an orbit ranging from 307 
miles to 153.4 miles above the 
earth. It is circling the earth 
every 91.75 minutes. 
The launchings of previous 
Protons indicated that the So­ 
viet Union then had the world’s 
most powerful rocket.

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Red Troubles To Get Airing 


The upcoming conference by representatives 
of 58 Communist parties in Budapest to discuss 
a proposed Red summit meeting will be a guide 
to the depth of internal Red schisms regardless 
of its conclusions. 
The Nov. 17 meeting in Hungary is all that 
has been salvaged of a scheduled Nov. 25 world 
conference in Moscow thnt was destroy ed when 
troops of the Soviet Union and four satellites in­ 
vaded Czechoslovakia Aug. 20-21. 


A hurry -up meeting of representatives of 58 
of the 90 world Communist parties was held 
last month to discuss the Nov. 25 parley . 


AWARE OF THE BITTERNESS of Western 
European Communist parties over the Csech in­ 
vasion. the representatives agreed to defer the 
Nov 25 meeting and get together Nov. 17 to for­ 
mulate future plans. 
If nex t week's meeting produces an agree­ 
ment for a summit conference, it would appear 
Moscow feels unity is possible and is willing to 
take a chance on the embarrassment that could 
develop from a boy cott by angry parties. 
The more likely outcome of the meeting is to 
drop plans for a world conference for the time 
being Such a result would be a direct reebuff to 
the Soviet Union's attempt to reassert its su­ 


premacy . 
Russia has been try ing to become the kingpin 
among Communists and force Rad China out 
of 
the picture ever since the purge of Khrushchev 
in 1964. 
Internal strife in the Communist family is at 
an all-time high. 
No Peking-Moscow accord is in sight and 
much restlessness is developing in both East 
and West Communist parties over Russian au- 
thoritarianim and preoccupation with milita­ 
rism. 
Harry Schwartz, a recognized authority on 
Russia, said recently : 


“ MOSCOW’S REFUSAL to relent on Its atti­ 
tude toward Czechoslovakia has intensified the 
crisis in what was formerly the pro-Soviet ma­ 
jority of the Communist movement. The dis­ 
senting Western Europeans are now faced wih 
the choice of retreating from their present posi­ 
tion and accepting the Czechoslovakia fait ac­ 
compli, or of intensify ing their dispute with 
Moscow and even breaking with the Kremlin ai 
the Chinese have done.” 
The Nov. 17 talks will give the rest of the 
world some clue about what to ex pect from the 
Red movement in the near future. 


Opportunity- It Still Exists 


Opportunity for the y oung man, the y oung 
woman, the middle-aged man or even the mid­ 
dle-aged woman — It still ex ists. 
Proof of that was revealed recently when a 
38 -y ear-old Canadian housewife made 
a jade 
discovery that has left the mining fraternity 
agog 
Mrs Win Robertson of Surrey , British Colum­ 
bia. who had no previous mining ex perience, lo­ 
cated Canada's biggest single jade deposit in 


northern British Columbia by simply following 


the instructions in a geology tex tbook. 
She already has hauled out $250,000 worth of 
jade from the Takla Lake area and say s there 
is enough jade in her claim for another 10 
y ears of mining. 
The tex tbooks told her that jade should be 
found where soda granite contacts serpentine, 
and geological maps showed such an area near 
the community of Smithers. With her son and 
two other helpers, she searched the area for 
three day s and — presto, she struck jade. 
Who say s there Is no opportunity left — even 
for housewives. 


In Search of Spies 


The widening investigation of spy activities in 
West Germany has some Western defense offi­ 
cials wondering where it all will end. 
Starting in October a string of espionage dis­ 


closures has startled North Atlantic Treaty Or­ 
ganization (NATO) representatives and under­ 
mined faith in West Germany . 
Rear Adm 
Hermann Ludke's death — la­ 
beled a possible suicide — came after minia­ 


ture camera snapshots of secret NATO papers 
were turned over to officials by a Bonn photog­ 
raphy laboratory employ e. 


STILL UNEXPLAINED are the suicides of 
five government employ es that occurred in Oc­ 
tober Among the dead are the deputy chief of 
the Federal Intelligence Service and a colonel 
in the German army . 
Adding to the scandal were reports of the 
theft of a Sidewinder missile from Zell Air Base 
that had been shipped to Moscow. 
The West German mood was caught in an ed­ 
itorial cartoon last week that depicted members 
of the Moscow hierarchy opening up an air 
freight crate and finding Gerhard Schroder, 
Bonn’s defense minister, inside. 
High Federal Republic leaders find no humor 
in the spy incidents and an investigation has 
been started into operations of the country 's 
three espionage services. 


THOUSANDS OF EAST GERMAN spies are 
known to be in West Germany but until the re­ 
cent turn of events, it was believed the heavy 
concentration of American, British, French and 


German agents was sufficient to impair their 
effectiveness. 


That confidence no longer ex ists. 


The restoration of Western confidence in West 
Germany is the primary goal of the investiga­ 
tion. How successful the Federal Republic is 


could determine how much Western help it has 
In fending off Communist powers.

PITTSBURGH. — A bunch of the steel boy s 
are raising Cain with "Abe” Abel, the silent 
man who leads the sprawling union headquar­ 
tered in this Iron City . 
And hereby begins the story 
of a campaign 
which 
few 
have noted 
and fewer 
wil 
watch, though the result ma; 
shake up this nation almost 
as much as the Nix on-Hum- 
phrey -Wallace jousting did. 
The presidency of the pow­ 
erful and pivotal 12 million- 
member United Steelworkers 
of America is up for grabs 
now. in 
what will be the 
freest rank-and-file union balloting since the an­ 
cient workingmen’s parties. 
Some observers say that this union suffers 
from democracy . Every body votes directly for 
the national officers. Just about four y ears ago 
more than 625,000 ballots were cast. President 
I W Abel defeated silver-haired Dave McDon­ 
ald, a Nix on stalwart, by a narrow margin. 
“Now "Abe” must defend the title. He’ll ha^e 
to run like an Oly mpic racer carry ing a bag 
full of Civil War cannon balls. If he loses, then 
the balance of power inside labor may well 
shift to Walter Reuther: national politics will b 
2 
shaken un; President Nix on will be badgered 
by a split labor movement, each side seeking 
power; and even international politics will be 
traumatized throughout the free world. 


IF ABE ABEL WINS — then Walter Reuther 
may well have shouted his last hurrah, loud 
enough for any one to hear above the rumble of 
Detroit’s assembly lines 
Abe has a fine team. He’s backed up by the 
lilting Irish eloquence of Vice President Joe 
Molony , and the quieter intellectualism of Sec­ 
retary ^-Treasurer Walter Burke. 
But that line is being hit hard by the 51-y ear- 
old ex -college halfback and football coach, la­ 
bor lawy er Emil E. Narick. As he plunges to­ 
ward election day , Feb. 10, he’ll have the open- 
handed friendship of Walter Reuther and the 
support of pipe-smoking ex -steel union presi­ 
dent, Dave McDonald, fresh with the euphoria 
of Richard Nix on’s campaign caravans. 
It’s an odd combination. But to each his own 


Getting the South Vietnamese to Paris 


WASHINGTON — After five y ears of doing 


practically every thing, the United States fi­ 


nally got Hanoi to come to the conference ta­ 


ble But the only trouble is that, although 


Hanoi has agreed to come 
to the conference table, 
Saigon is refusing to come. 
This l e a v e s the United 
States in one bad spot, be­ 
cause it’s alway s harder to 
deal with y our friends than 
it is with y our enemies. 
The problem that every ­ 
one is working on now is, 
how do y ou get President 
Thieu to send someone to 
Paris? 
My friend at the State Department has 


been working on this tricky problem for 


three weeks. 
"There’s a division of opinion on how to 
deal with South Vietnam,” he said. “The 
hawks want to bomb Saigon/' 


“ WHAT ON EARTH FORT" I a sked 
"To save face for the South Vietnamese. If 
we bomb Saigon, then they can say they 
won’t go to Paris until we stop the bombing. 
That’s how we got the No rth Vietnamese to 


agree to talk, so there Is bo rea so n why it

wouldn’t work for the South.” 
"It makes sense. What’s wrong with It?” 
"The doves say if y ou bomb Saigon it will 
just strengthen the South Vietnamese deter­ 
mination to keep fighting the war. They 
maintain we’ve been bombing parts of South 
Vietnam for y ears now and it hasn't intimi­ 
dated President Thieu or Vice President Ky . 
It's just made Saigon’s position tougher.” 
"What does the Air Force say about 
that?” 
"They say we’ve been bombing the wrong 
targets in South Vietnam. If they could bomb 
the port at Camranh Bay and the city of 
Hue, then they ’re sure Thieu would see the 
light. But since they ’ve only been permitted 
to bomb selected targets below the DMZ and 
on the Ho Chi Minh Trail, there is no reason 
for Thieu and Ky to talk peace.” 


“THEN THE AMERICAN MILITARY are 
insisting on all-out victory in South Viet­ 
nam ?” I asked 
"They say we shouldn’t have gone Into 
South Vietnam unless we wanted to win.” 
“Is there any other way of getting the 
South Vietnamese to come to the conference 
table?” 
"We were considering closing up all the 
U.S. Army PXs In South Vietnam but that <s 
a very drastic step and could turn world 
o pinio n a g a inst 
us. Without the black mar­ 


ket, South Vietnam would not be able to sur­ 
vive.” 
“ It’s probably against the Geneva Conven­ 
tion,” I said. "Are there any alternative 
suggestions?” 
"We could threaten to de-escalate the war, 
but that has its drawbacks. If we de-escalat­ 
ed the war, then we'd be dealing with Hanoi 
from a position of weakness.” 
"It looks as if y ou're not in very good 
shape.” 


“I guess our mistake was assuring South 
Vietnam they could win the war. Now they 
believe it.” 


“COULDN’T YOU ASK Ho Chi Minh to in­ 
tervene and use his good offices on our be­ 
half?” 


"We have, but he say s it’s not his prob­ 
lem. We got ourselves into the mess; he 
claims we have to get out of it.” 
“A lot of people are wondering why we 
agreed to the bombing halt when we weren’t 
sure Saigon would come to the peace table.” 
"It was a calculated risk. We assumed 
that once Hanoi agreed to peace talks, the 
Thieu government would agree also. Now it 
lo o ks a s if Hanoi knew Saigon wouldn’t, and 
tha t’s why they did. It shows y ou what dirty 
negotiators the North Vietnamese really 
•re.” 


for their own reasons. 
Walter Philip Reuther hates Iorwith Wilbur 
Abel because the latter was called up to re­ 
place the D e t r oi t redhead when Reuther 
wheeled the auto union out of the AFL-CIO. 


Abel now speaks for the old CIO (industrial) 
unions inside labor. Abel now has entry into th; 
White House. Abel shuttles to international con­ 
ferences in Geneva and Brussels to talk for 
American labor and sits in Reuther’s chair. 
And Abel headed the National Labor Committee 
for Humphrey -Muskie which almost took the 
country for the vice president. 
AND SO WE FIND the challenger, Emil Nar­ 
ick, vice president of a small steel local, 
r3 - 
flecting Reuther’s distaste. Mr. Narick said the 
other day , that if elected he would "review” the 
steel workers affiliation with the giant AFL-CIO 
and certainly join the auto union-teamster Alli­ 
ance for Labor Action. 
If this happens. Mr. Reuther will lead i 
mighty force — 19 million teamsters; 1.6 mil­ 
lion auto makers; and 1.2 million steel workers. 
Throw in a few independent unions and "Wai­ 
ter” could speak for five million unionists — if 
his clan wins. 
If Emil Narick loses, then there is no labor 
alliance. At the moment, the Teamsters’ nation­ 
al magazine barely mentions the new crusade. 
And the oil workers, the chemical workers, the 
rubber workers, et al., give the Alliance little 
more than a friendly pat on the back — just 
enough of a pat to avoid hurting any one’s feel­ 
ings. 
Will Mr. Abel win? He’s the incumbent. But 
that’s a handicap these day s. In his industry n** 
must run like a president seeking re-election 
during a national depression. His rank and fils 
was so red-hot for a strike earlier this y ear that 
most big companies stocked up. 
A GOOD DEAL OF the steel inventory came 
in from Japan and Western Europe. So, when 
the contract was signed, every body had enough 
steel to build that stairway to the moon without 
astronauts. Workers were laid off. 
Bu that did not stop a record deluge of im­ 
ports. Now, there are 60,000 fewer jobs than in 
June. And the average work week has been 
forced down from 39.2 hours to 33.4 hours. 
Scores of thousands are jobless. Hundreds of 
thousands work a short week. They are restless 
and resentful. 
Furthermore, Abe Abel put the big union on 
the line for Hubert Humphrey . There are Walla- 
ceites aplenty in the union. And a considerable 
Nix on bloc because of Dave McDonald. 
So Abe could lose, though he did win the best 
pact ever for his people — an average of 51 
cents an hour increase over the contract per­ 
iod. 
Restlessness stalks the land. If Mr. Abel is 
defeated, other national labor leaders may get 
a dose of the domino theory . Opposition move­ 
ments, well subsidized, will flare like overheat­ 
ed magnesium — fast and glaring across the 
land. 
Abe's broad shoulders carry a back-breaking 
burden for his fellow union chiefs. 


A Reminder 


Television had another fine hour Wednesday 
night with the presentation of ABC’s "The 
Sense of Wonder.” 
Descriptive and thought-provoking words by 
the late Rachel Carson, narration by Helen 
Hay es and tip-top photography were prime in­ 
gredients of the short hour. 
Much time was artfully devoted to the famil­ 
iar but still little-known creature of the sea, the 
barnacle. 
During the barnacle sequence, Miss Carson 
admonishes: "We should allow ourselves to be 
curious about things so small that they are easy 
to overlook.” 
The message the program offered came in 
these words of Miss Carson: "Man must not be 
permitted to destroy our environment. Nor 
must he be a slave to it. A blanace must be 
struck.” 
The glimpses of nature provided by "The 
6ense of Wander” reminded the viewer that the 
balance Is worth striking. 


DAVID LAWRENCE 
Appointing': 
A Cabinet 


President-elect Nix on is thinking a lot these 
day s about whom to appoint to his cabinet. But 
the persons who are try ing to do his thinking 
for him are legion. There would have to be sev­ 
eral times the number of cabinet posts to satis­ 
fy the demand. 
It is not unusual for the close friends of a 
president-elect to be approached with the idea 
of influencing the selection of cabinet officers 
and the filling of other posts in the government 
which will become vacant when the Johnson ad­ 
ministration ends its tenure Jan. 20 
Bascially , the pressure is coming from indi­ 
viduals who have play ed a part in the cam 
paign. These Include men who actively organ 
ized support for the presidential nominee in 
various states throughout the country and those 
who contributed sums of money to meet the 
heavy ex penses of paid political broadcasts 
over television and radio as well as in the ad 
vertising pages of the press. 


PERSONS WHO ARE TALENTED and well 
qualified for high office do not as a rule like to 
seek appointment themselves. They prefer th it 
friends and close acquaintances make rocom 
mendations to influential groups of advisers in 
different states who are ex pected to be in» i 
mately identified with the Nix on administration 
But the president-elect cannot just reward in­ 
dividuals who have helped him in his campaign 
He has to consider carefully also the requests 
of Republican members of the Senate and 
House on whom he will be dependent for co-oo- 
eration in the legislative programs he presents 
in the nex t four y ears. 
Then there Is the problem of ex perience. Too 
many people think that almost any body who 
has been a successful lawy er or businessman 
can be given any cabinet post and do a good 
job. Unfamiliarity with governmental opera­ 
tions, however, can be a serious handicap. 
Every president-elect unquestionably gives 
consideration 
to 
political 
obligations. 
Gov. 
Rockefeller of New York and Gov. Romney of 
Michigan, for ex ample, are being mentioned for 
cabinet posts because of their warm support of 
Nix on in the campaign. 
It is not unusual for a new president also to 
consider what his political problems might be 
four y ears later *when he is up for re-election. 
It will be recalled that William Jennings 
Bry an, who was three times the unsuccessful 
nominee of the Democratic party for the presi­ 
dency , was the key man in helping Woodrow 
Wilson to get the nomination at the Democratic 
national convention in 1912. Bry an became sec­ 
retary of state in the Wilson Cabinet. 
He was not really qualified for the post and 
resigned after two y ears due to a disagreement 
with the president on foreign policy . He was a 
"dove" and Wilson felt there were times in the 
prewar period when he had to take a firm atti­ 
tude toward Germany . 
Presidnt-elect Nix on has only two months in 
which to choose his cabinet and lots of names 
are being heard around Washington as possible 
appointees. The chances are he will not be im ­ 
petuous about making his selections but will 
reach his decisions after much deliberation. 
Some of those individuals who.have substan­ 
tial backing but who do not get a cabinet post 
may be deeply disappointed It is alway s possi­ 
ble, however, for a president to bestow honors 
in some other direction — possibly in the pick­ 
ing of ambassadors or the appointment of some

This camp was first o rganized Jan. 6, 18 8 5, with 15 
charter members co mmanded by Will Tho mas and was 
kno wn as Philip Triem Camp 43, So ns o f Veterans. Acco rd­ 
ing to Haro ld Huttenho wer, an early member, the name 
was changed to So ns o f Unio n Veterans o f the Civil War 
and a new charter granted in 1901 with 39 charter members.

With the advent o f the Civil War centennial in 1961, in­ 
terest in the o rganizatio n grew to such an ex tent that the
